ORDER 

New Delhi, the 21st December 1902 

G.S.R. 1767 . —Whereas in the opinion of the Central Government the book 
entitled “The Sino-Indian Boundary Question", published by Foreign Languages 
Press, Peking in 1962 and printed in the People’s Republic of China, contains 
prejudicial reports as defined m clause (7) read with clause (6)(p) of rule 35 
of the Defence of India Rules, 1902 : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by rule 45 of the 
Defence of India Rules, 1962, the Central Government hereby prohibits the 
further publication, sale or distribution of the said book or any extract therefrom 
Or of any translation thereof, and declares the said book and every copy or 
translation thereof or extract therefrom, to be forfeited to Government. 
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
